This however, does not apply to Lower 
Division Clerk, who has been appointed to an ex-cadre post 
or to another Service on “transfer 1 ’ and does not have a lien 
in the Lower Division Grade of the Railway Board Secreta- 
riat Clerical Service. 

(2) Age. — (a) He should not be more than 45 years of 
age on 1st January, 1975 i.c. he must not have been born 
-earlier than 2nd January, 1930. 

(b) The age limit prescribed above will be rclaxable in the 
case of a permanent or regularly appointed temporarv officer 
of the Lower Division Grade of the Railway Board Secre- 
tariat Clerical Service who joined the Armed Forces during the 
period of operation of the Proclamation of Emergency issu- 
ed on 26th October/ 1962, namely 26th October, 1962 to 


9th January, 1968 and who has reverted therefrom to the 
extent to the period of his service (including the period of 
training if any) in the Armed Forces. 

(c) The age limit prescribed above will be further relax- 
able : — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide displaced person from Bangladesh (for- 
merly East Pakistan) and has migrated to India on 
ot after 1st January. 1964, but before 25th March, 
1971; 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide displaced person from 
Bangladesh (formerly East Pakistan) and has mig- 
rated to India on or after 1st January, 1964, but 
before 25th March, 1971; 

(iv) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Sri 
Lanka (formerly Ceylon) and has migrated to India 
on or after 1st November 1964, under the Iudo- 

v Ceylon Agreement of October, 1964; 

(v) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Sri Lanka (formerly Ceylon) and has migrated 
to India on or after 1st November, 1964 under the 
Indo-Ceylon Agreement of October, 1964; 

(vi) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya* 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(vii) up to a maximum of three vears if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Tndlan origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 
1963; 

(viii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June, 1963; 

(ix) up to maximum of three years In Lhe case of 
Defence Service personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence 
thereof; 

(x) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Service personnel, disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country ot hi a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence 
thereof who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes; 

(xi) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman 
and Diu; 

(xii) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in o ( )era- 
tions during the Indo-Pakistan hostilities of 1971 
and released as a consequence thereof; and 

(xiii) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled m opera- 
tions during the Indo-Pakistan hostilities of 1971 
and released as a consequence thereof who belong 
to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes.

(3) Typewriting Test. — Unless exempted from passing the 
Monthly /Quarterly Typewriting Test held by Union Public 
Service Commission/Secretariat Training School/Institute of 
Secretariat Training and Management for the purpose of 
confirmation, in the Lower Division Grade, he should have 
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passed this test on or before the date of notification of 
examination. 

5. Hie decision of tlie Institute as to the eligibility 01 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

6 No candidate will be admitted to the examination 
lie holds a certificate ol admission from the Institute.

(vri) using unfair means in the examination hall, or 

(vin) misbehaving in the examination hall, or 

(ix) attempting to commit or, as the case may be, abet- 
ting the commission ot all or anv of the acts 
specified In the foreign clauses, 

may. in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal 
prosecution, be liable :■ — 

(a) to be disqualified by the institute from the exami- 
nation for which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a specified 
period : — 

(i) by the Institute, from any examination 01 selec- 
tion held bv them; 

(ii) by the Central Government, from any emplo\- 
ment under them; and 

(c) to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules. 

8. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
per! for his candidature by any means may be held by the 
institute to be a conduct which would disqualify him for 
admission to the examination. 

9. (i) Candidates must pay the following fee to the Insti- 

tute with the completed application form : 

Rs. 12.00 (Rn. 3 00 in the case of candidates belong- 
ing to the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes). 

(ii) The fee mentioned above should be paid by means 
of CROSSED Indian Postal Orders payable to the 
‘Institute of Secretariat Training & Management’, 

10. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Institute in the order of merit as disclosed bv the 
aggregate mark# finally awarded to each candidate and in 
that order so many candidates as ate lound by the Institute 
to be qualified by the examination shall be recommended for 
inclusion in the Select List for the Upper Envision Grade un 
to the required number except those claiming fee concession 
under para 5(iii) of the Notice- 

Provided that the candidates belonging to any of the Sche- 
duled Castes or Scheduled Tribes, may, to the extent the 
number ot vacancies received for the Scheduled C ist^s and 
Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled on the basis /If the general 
standard Ire recommended by the I nstitutc by a relaxed 
standard to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, 
subject to Ihe fitness of these candidates, foi inclusion in 
the Select List for the Upped Division Grade, irrespective of 
their mnks in the order of merit at the examination. 

Note. — C andidales should dearly understand that this is 
a competitive and not a qualifying examination. The num- 
ber of persons to be included in the Select List for the 


Upper Division Grade on the results of the examination is 
entirely within the competence of Government to decide. 
No candidate will, therefore, have any claim for inclusion 
in the Select List on the basis of his performance in this 
examination, as a mutter of right. 

11. The form and manner of communication of the result 
or the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Institute in its discretion and the Institute will not 
cntei into correspondence with them legardiug the result. 

12 Success in the examination confers no nght to selec- 
tion unless Government are satisfied, nftei such enquiiw as 
mav be considered necessaiy. that the candidate is eligible 
and suitable in nil respects for selection. 

13. A candidate, who after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appoint 
ment in the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service, ot 
otherwise quits the Service or severs his connection with 
it, or whose service, are terminated by his Department or 
who is appointed to an ex-cadre post or to another Servie 
on ‘transfer* and does not have a lien in the Lower Division 
Grade will not be eligible for appointment on the icsults of 
this examination. 

This, however, dors not apply to a Lower Division Clerk 
who has been appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post 
with the approval of the competent authority.

— The paper 
on Noting & Drafting and Office Procedure will be designed 
to test the candidate’s knowledge of Office Procedure in the 
Secretariat and Attached Offices and generally their ability 
to write and understand notes and drafts, Candidates are 
required to study the Manual of Office Procedure issued by 
the Railway Board and the rules of procedure and Conduct of 
business in the Lok Sabha and the Rajya Sabha for this pur- 
pose. 


3. General Knowledge.— The paper on General Knowledge 
will be intended inter alia to test the candidates’ knowledge 
ot Indian Geography as well as the country’s administration, 
ns also intelligent awareness of current affairs, both national 
and international which an educated person may be expected 
to have. Candidate’s answers are expected to show their 
intelligent understanding of the question and not detailed 
knowledge of any text books, reports etc.

No. Q-130J2(5)/72-WE. — In pursuance of the recommen- 
dations made by the Estimates Committee (Fifth Lok Sabha) 
in its Fourth Report, the Government of India, Ministry of 
Labour, constituted, by their Resolution No. Q-130l2(5)/72- 
WE dated the 29th July, 1974, a Committee, known as Wor- 
kers’ Education Review Committee to review the Workers* 
Education Scheme and to evaluate its impact on workers* 
trade unions and employers and to make its recommenda- 
tions to Government within six months. The Government 
have decided to extend the time limit for submission of the 
Committee's recommendations upto th© 31st July* 1975.
